The Administration and the Legal
Tender Notea.

The letter of President Hayes to a private
correspondent, written on, Thursday last
and printed in the Hesarp of Saturday,
should explode the rumors that the Presi-
dent intended the most important part of
his Mesgage as n mere flourish. The con-
versation of Seeretary Bherman with our
Washington ecorrespondent, which we
print tc-day, should in like manner dissi-
pate suspicion that he has gﬂﬂlﬂl
from any of his financial recom-
mendations to Congress. There has
been such an unscrupulous attempt to
confuse and mislead the public mind re-
specting the position of the President and
Seerotary of the Treasury on a question of
the first magnitude that it is proper to set
forth precisely what those views are to
which the responsible members of the ad-
ministration adhere.

There aure three officers of the govern-
ment whose duty requires them to bestow
gpecial nttention on the currency—the
Comptroller of the Currency. the Seeretary
of the Treasury and the President, lhere
is a substantial unity of opinion among
these officers. So far as they differ it is
only s difference as to how fust and how
far the government should move in the
snme direction. Comptrolley Knox, from a
modest sense of his subo. ate position,
merely recommends that the national banks
ba required to keep all their reserves in
coin as & mode of approaching the nltimate
result. Secretary Sherman, whose position
is more responsible and his authority
greater, recommends the divesting of the
greenbucks of their legal tender quality

and the reduction of their amount
from three hundred and forty-six
millions to three hundred millions.

The President goes still further, and
recommends the retirement of the legal
tender notes as a debt which the govern-
ment is bound to pay, and which it has no
constitutional authority to keep in circula-
tion in that form. Both in his Message and
in his more recent private leiter the Presi-
dent is emphatic on the constitutional
point. He declared in bis Message :—*It
i+ my firm conviction that the issue of
legal tender paper momey based wholly
upon the authority and eredit of the gov-
ernment, exeept in extreme emergency, is
without warrant in the constitution.” He
suys even more pointedly in his letter,
“The only constitutional legal tender is
gold and silver.”

It is a question of some interest whether
the doctrines lnid down by the executive
officers of the government on this great sub-
ject are of such a nature that they could
cousistently consent to a postpongment of
action to some future session of Congress.
This is really a question between sincerity
and buncombe, which there would be a man-
ifest indecorum in diseussing if it had not
been so widely raised. We propose to
show that the committals of the President
nnd Secretary are so precise and unequivo-
cal as to leave no loophole of retreat if they
wée ever so much inclined to find one.

The President said in his Message:—**The
issue of United Btates notes with the
capacity of legal tender between private in-
dividuals was not authorized except asa
means of rescuing the country from im-
minent peril. The ecirculation of. these
notes as paper money, for any protracted
period of time after the nocomplishment of
this purpose, was not contemplated by the
framers of the law under which they were
issued. They anticipated the redemption
and withdrawal of these notes at the earliest
pructicable period consistent with the
attainment of the object for which
they were provided.” This language
admits of mno interpretation which
would countenance further delay. ‘The
redenfption and withdrawal of these
notes at the earliest practicable period”
means their redemption and with-
drawal a8 soon as Congress can take the
necessary legislative steps. The whole
drift of what the President said on the sub-
jeet in his Message, and has repeated since,
conveys the idea that there is no longer any
excuse for postponement, Hemaintains that
the time to pay debts is when we have the
means, and that our means are now abun-
dant. *In good times pny debts. The
legal tender notes are debts. Let them
be pnid by the coin in the Tressury
and the coin that is coming in from
abroad.” That this is consistent with de-
lay, that it can be reconciled to further
postponement, that it contemplates inac-
tion, is contrary to the plain purport of the
language. It would be irrelevant and stul-
tilying to insist that the present season of
prosperity is the most suitable time for
paying the legal tender debt if the Presi-
dent desires no legislation to that end
during this session. The reported conver-
sations in o different sense were o weak in-
vention of the inflationista.

Although Segretary Sherman did not go
as far in his report as the President did in
his Message, what he recommended was
put in a form which it is equally impossible
to explain away. All the reasoning with
which he supports his recommendation is
based on the present eredit of the notes,
which he states to be so high as to render
the lezal tender quality superfluous. He
maintaing that they would now be received
a8 readily and circulate as freely without
tho legal tender function as with it. It
would be absurd to say that such an

urgument contemplates any postponement.
It is founded on & present state of faocts,
It derives its whole force and cogency from
the opinion of the Seceretary that the gov-
ernment notes have censed to need the legal
tender prop. *‘lhe legal tender clause,"
he says, ‘‘gives no additional credit or
sanction to the notes, but tends to impair
confidence and erente fears of over-
issune.” That is, in ceasing to be use-
fnl it has become dangerous, Mr.
Sherman  thinks that “now” is the
time for repealing it. Observe how
the word is repeated in the following pass-
age :—""Tt would seem, therefore, that now
and during the maintenance of resumption
it is a useless and objectionnble assertion
of power, which Congress might now repeal
on the ground of expediency alone. When
it is considered that its constitutionality is
seriously contested, and that from its na-
ture it is wsubject to mrave abuse, it

‘or roaming outside

would now appear to be wise to with-
draw the exercise of such a power.™
Not to insist on the thrice re-
peated “now,” the whole scope of the
Secretary’s ressoning is inconsistent with
the ides that the repeal of the legal tender
clause is not desired at this session. After
further argument he concludes this part of
hisreport with a fourth *now," saying, *‘The
Secretary, therefora, respectfully submits
to Congress whether the legal tender clause
should not now be repealed as to all future
contracts. "

We have been thus particular in showing
the precise form in which those high offi-
eers mado their recommendations, because
the public does not read doenments with
suflicient attention to perceiveirom its own
recollection how glaring a departure from
their committals it would be for the Presi-
dent or Beeretary to disclnim that they had
any wish for immediate legislation in re-
speot to the legal tenders, They bhave said
80 much more than any possible ingenuity
con explain away that they could not retreat
without diseredit if ever so much in-
elined. We do not believe that either
of them has any such inclination,
although they did not perhaps anticipate
the amount of opposition they were to en-
eounter i their own party. They cannot
afford to show any signs of vacillation now.
Since Congress proves recreant the people
will take the subject up, and from ali the
commercial cities there will be a flood of
petitions in support of the polioy of the
administration. The President and Becre-
tary have only to maintain with vigor what
they recommended with so much clearness
in order to gain a great moral victory over
the pusillanimity of Congress.

- The account of the disastrous norther
that visited Aspinwall on fhe 20th ult.,
which we publish to-day, will give the
reader a fairidea of the force exerted by
those terrible tropical phenomena. Ever
since Aspinwall Bay was made the port of
entry for vessels laden with merchandise
for the Central and Bouth American trade
a constant vigilance has been found neces-
sary to guard shipping against destruction
by the hurricanes that are so suddenly de-
veloped yearly in that quarter, and eap-
tains have now become so used to the pecu-
liar changes of the weather prior to their
development that it is but seldom they are
caught in the landlocked bay when the
storm breaks, Muny theories have been
put forth as to the canse of ‘‘northers” in
the torrid zone, and while differing as to
minor details they mearly all agree that
their development is due mainly to the ef-
forts of the atmosphere to regain its equili-
brium hoth in temperatnre and pressure.
The position in which the Bay of Aspinwall
lies with regard to the Atlantic makes it ab-
solutely necessary for vessels to put Lo sea
before the storm begins, otherwise they will
surely be driven ashore;, as there are mo
high hills near under which they could
take shelter from the wind. It has hap-
pened many & time that the seamen
of a steamer were in the village
along the rail-
road when the officers detected the
dreaded  *‘morther” approaching, and
nothing could be done but to cut the lines
and run for the open ses with what few
hands coul® be collected at a moment's
notice. The damage to the railroad is
likely to be very great, particularly when
the rivers begin to subside and bring down
tho heavy ¢drift” that acoumulates along
their banks.

Silver Dollars.

In his annual report of 1878 Secretary
Sherman asked Congress for suthority to
suspend the coinage of silver dollars when
the amount should exceed fifty millions.
In his recent report he remews the
recommendation, though not in the
game form. By January 1 the proposed
limit of fifty millions will have been
nearly reached. On November 1 the
amount was $45,206,200, and four mill.
ions additional will bave been coined
by the end of the year. But a trifle over
thirteen millions of fhese coins are in eir-
culation, nlthough no effort has been spared
by the Hecretary to force them into use.
The greater part of this silver passes from
the mints to the vanlts of the sub-trensuries,
where it lios na idle as if it had been. put
back into the mines from which it was ex-
tracted. .

How long ia this farce to go on? The
people do nol want this form of money,
and the banks are unwilling to receive it
on deposit, Unless its coinnge is stopped
it will eventually be worth only its bullion
value, and will sink the paper currency of
the country to the same level. It accumue
lates in the Treasury to swell the reserve
held against the legal tender notes, and in
time the government will have no other
means of redemption. The paper currency
will then sink to the value of the silver
coin in which it is redeemable and be at a
greater discount ns compared with gold
than jt was five years ago when the Resump-

tion act was passed. The solid mround

erumbles from under us with the eontinued
eoinage of these base and dishonest silver
dollara.

A Novel Plan of Polar ﬂ:orv-hl'lﬂ-

The International Geographicul Congress
which met at Hamburg in October have
given a fresh impulse to Aretio exploration
by their efforts to plaut a cordon of physical
observatories around the polar circle
This is a large and beld undertaking, but
the Congress urge all the great Poyers
to co-operate in executing it. Eight per-
manent stations sre proposed and named
as select centres of physical research in the
Arotic Basin, and the United States is asked
to eastablish two of these—ome at Lady
Franklin Bay and the other at Point Bar-
row. This is an age in which sciemoce
is extending its outposts to the out-
most bounds of the globe and to iis
loftiest summits. France hns recently
oceupied one of her high mountains for
a physieal obaservatory, the Italian govern-
ment is ubout building a similar structure
on the flery breast of Etna, more than nine
thousand feet above the sea, and the United
States has already its weather station on
Pike's Peak, over fourteen thousaud feet
high. But the proposal to gird the Arctic
regions with observational stations isan ad-
vance upon all former scientific schemes,
demanding s high order of observers to
make it effictive and involving long ex-
posure to the perils of the frozen seas.

Grave difficulties confront polar explora-
tion, nnd the rigors of a polar climate are
deadly; yet it cannot be doubted t
within the icy area are to be witne
phenomena upon the aconrate and compre-
hensive investigation of which depends the
solution of many of the most important
problems connected with the physics of the
globe. ‘I'here the winds of the globe bggin
and end their cireunit; there the life-giving
currents of the sea moke their round in
the great system of oceanic circulation;
there the auroral and mognetic phe-
nomena are studied in their richeat
developments, and there, too, as Com-
mander Maury said, *“in the mazes of that
mystic circle terrestrial forces of occult
power and vast influence upon the well-
being of man are continually at work.” It
is a “‘circle of mysteries” into which the
restless spirit of an age bent on solving the
highest physical problems increasingly
presses; and, aside from the guestion of
reaching the Pole itself, it cannot be denied
that the most valuable contributions which
terrestrial physics has . received since
Columbus discovered the westerly move-
ment of the equatorial waters have been
the fruit of Arctic research. If the exten-
sive scientific work nmow conducted by the
various governments asked to co-operate in
the Hamburg scheme of pblar observations
is to be successfully prosecuted, and the
great meteorological questions eaffecting
every interest of ocean commerce and home
indusiry are to be ocleared up, systematic
research in the high latitudes, such as this
schems proposes, seems indispensable,

One of the polar stations which our gov.
ernment is solicited to establish is on Lady
Franklin Bay, north of Kennedy Channel,
in about latituae 81 deg. 40 min, This
point was selected by OCaptain Nares,
in 1875, as ‘‘a secure harbor" for the
Discovery. The English officers who win-
tered there represent it as too shallow
to admit of the Ilarger ioce masses
entering it and orushing a ship, and
as being ‘‘well stocked with game,” but,
abové all, having a considerable seam of
good coal, easy of access and sumitable for
fuel, The English expedition emcoun-
tered there as low a temperature as seventy
degrees below zero; but it is now pro-
posed to utilize the natural advantages
of the plnce, with improved artificial ap-
pliances, to secure the observers n meas-
ure of comfort during the horrors of the
long Aretic night. Cerlainly if polar ex-
plorations are to go on, as judging by the
history of the last two centuries they as-
suredly will, and if the seience work mow
prosecuted by all the civilized nations is
to be developed by observations mecessary
to adapt it to their highest practical wants,
the plan of the Hamburg Congress deserves
the most favorable consideration.

Grant and Bayard.

The latest Presidential suggestion is
made by Mr. Ellison 8. Keitt, of South
Carolina, in a letter to the Charleston News,
It is thut the ticket for 1830 be composed
of Grant and Bayard, who, he adds, would,
*with a generous support from the intelli-
genoe of the Bouth, give us the most hon-
ored government the world ever saw,” Mr.
Keitt's suggestion reminds us, as Mr. Lin.
coln used to say, of a story. Bome years ago,
when the groat Agassiz was lecturing at
Harvard on entomology, he requested his
students to bring him such specimens ns
they might find in their rambles in the
country. To test the great naturalist's
knowledge two or three waggish members
of the class conceived the idea of manu-
facturing a specimen and submitting it to
him, ‘laking the head of one insect, the
body of another and the wings of a third,
they joined the whole nieely together and
Inid it before the distingnished savant.
“This," said he, nfter earefully examining
it “is not fonnd in Germanv or in Italy,

or in'8Witzerland, or in England, or in Rus-
sin. It is found ounly in Americn.” The
political specimen which Mr. Keitt has sub-
mitted to us is found meither in the North
nor the East nor the West, It belongs
solely o Bouth Carolina.

Mr, Springer's Views.

We print an interview with Congressman
Springer, who denies that his visit to the
city is for the purpose of consulting Mr.
Tilden. In roply to a question whether
Mr. Tilden will again be the democratio
candidate Mr, Springer says it will de-
pend on whether Mr, Tilden can have the
united support of his party in New York.
This does not seem very hopeful for Mr.
Tilden. Mr. Bpringer regards New York
and Indiana as the two pivotal Stutes and
thinks the first nnme on the ticket should
be tuken from one and the second name
from the other; or, at least, that the ticket
should be so composed as to carry these
Btates,

On the finaneial question he is confident
that there will be no important legislation.
The greenbacks will not be retired nor *the
legal tender clanse repealed nor the coin-
age of silver arrested. The President would
veto any bill in confliet with his own
policy, and Congress will pass none to carry
ont the President’s views. We have no
doubt that Mr, Bpringer reflocts the average
opinion of Congress at present, but a strong
pressure of public sentiment may effect o
change in the course of the session.

But that is the opinion which Mr. Boott, the
ex-Registrar of Arrears of Brooklyn, ex-
presses in to-day's Hemarp, and sap-
ports by some amazing statistios of
the expenses of tax sales across the
East River. In ome particular Mr. Beott
snd Mr. Kinsella agree—that the municipal
corporation of Brooklyn is fast' becoming
seized of all the real estate within the city
limits through the joint effect of these sales
and of abandonment by the private pro-
prietors.

GADRIEL RANVIER, COMMUNIST LEADER,
The celebrated Gabriel Ranvier, the member of the
Paris ne who superi led the overthrow
of the Venddme Column, died in Paris on the 26th
ult., aged sixty-two years. Hoe had been o refuges in
England, Belgium ana Italy since 1871 and had not
been amnestiod, but had beon allowed by the police
to visit Paris a tew days beforo to settle some impor-
tant businesa. HRanvier was born at Solssons in 1817
and became a decorative painter a®Paria, In 1866 he
was proscouted by the art publishers, Goupil
Fréres, for reproducing on an of furniture o
design of which they held the copyright, and became
impoverished in eonsequence of the heavy damages
he bad to pay. He then took to frequenting
and violently harsnguing the radieal cluba
of Belleville snd wus {mprisonou st Mozna
for wsedition in July, 1570, Libersted on the
fall of the Empire, Ranvier becamoe commuandor
of abattalion of the National Guard and s closo ase
jociate of Gust Pl , to whom it waa said
that he “supplied the braios.’”” He took part in the
abortive movement of October $1, 1870, as o membor
of the provisivusl government then projected by
the communists, and wias in consequence ar
and deprived of his command on the following day,
While still In prison ho was eclected November §
wmuire of the tioth arseod t; but his
eleotion was declared lllogal on secouut of his being
@ bankrupt. Thiv declsration incrcased his popu-
larity mm the oueriers; aud on February 8, 1871,
he obtal above 40,000 votos for a sest in the
National Assembly, but falled of an oloction. Meun-
whila he had escaped from prison, had scted as dele-
ute to tho Ceutral Committes of thv National
usrd, and his trial befors o ecouncil of
had resulted in his scquittal, By tho aid of
relations with the Nationsl Guard Ranvier was one of
tho chief o zers of the communistic putbreak of
Mareh 1K, lbl. which, it is l::ld.nl:z Liad bo:n pre-
paring for above throe months, nt in pos-
session of the post of maire of mm::d.lmmam
he issued March 25 s call for the election of mem-
bers of the commune ou the following duy and was
bimsel! elected by sbove 14,000 votes, ing his
seat March 30 he was assigned to the military com-
misglon, resumed command of hiv owp battalion
nnd 1 1 ¥l in the famous wsortie
of April 2, im which that improvised gen~
oral was killed. Rauvier urged in the commune
the sppointment of s comuitteo of public salety
which Wwas finally carried May 2, with himself aa
one of its lond and mont violent members, It
was be who sigued the decree for the destruction of
the house of Thiers, of the "Expistory Chapel” snd
of the Yonddme Column, sod ho ually directed
the litter uot, At the moment the entry of the
Versailles army be signed various violent decroes,
{neluding the order to burn the public edifices, Ha
escaped to England and presided over the Interns-
tional Congress held nt The Hague in 1872, Latterly
bo had resided at Piss, Italy. Une of his brothers
wus the kesper of the Salute Pelaglo Priwon during
thoe last days of the commune, smd participsted 1o
the execution of Gustave Chsudey. Though Rane
vier did not bocome sb widely kuown s some of hir
companions of the commune fow of them ap
probchiod him in taleut or real Importance.
